The author uses his own extensive findings 
and his abundant knowledge of the cross- 
cultural studies in psychiatry, anthropology, 
and sociology to demonstrate that through¬ 
out history mental disorders have been 
closely linked with the prevailing culture and 
have thus changed in kind and extent.

Few events have stimulated as much interest 
in the social issues of health services as the 
recent doctors’ strike in Saskatchewan. To 
understand the doctors’ actions, the authors 
examine the planning and the implementa¬ 
tion of North America’s first comprehensive 
medical care program, the setting of the con¬ 
flict, and the attitudes, beliefs, and aspira¬ 
tions of the doctors, the government, and 
the people of Saskatchewan. 

In fascinating detail they describe how in 
this first doctors’ strike in the English-speak¬ 
ing world a coalition of the medical profes¬ 
sion, the business community, and other 
professionals attempted to balk the duly 
enacted medicare legislation. Within a wider 
compass, they deal with medical care as a 
social issue and with its relation to social 
welfare, present an analysis of the behavior 
of the profession under pressure, and from 
a sociological viewpoint discuss medical care 
in a conflict situation. A work of funda¬ 
mental importance for all courses dealing 
with the social aspects of the medical pro¬ 
fession and medical care—in departments of 
sociology, departments of preventive medi¬ 
cine, and schools of public health—the book 
is also of direct personal relevance for phy¬ 
sicians and medical students everywhere.

What happens to the people at the end of 
the road—the masses of physically disabled, 
mostly elderly, indigent men and women 
whose too tenuous ties of family and friend¬ 
ship condemn them to live out their lives 
in public institutions? In this timely work, 
two sociologists report in clear, jargon-free 
language on the fate of society’s rejects in 
a large-scale physical rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. From their detailed study of the pa¬ 
tients, the rehabilitation teams (doctors, 









physical therapists, and supporting profes¬ 
sionals), and the institutional setting, Roth 
and Eddy draw largely somber conclusions 
regarding the effectiveness of the existing re¬ 
habilitation projects—which in theory aim 
at preparing the disabled for an acceptable 
existence outside the hospital.
